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HELICOPTER PLAN CAUSES STIR 

Irate citizens and helicopter pilots alike 
disrupted a planning meeting held to discuss 
ways of mitigating helicopter noise in Sag 
Harbor. Police were on hand to preserve order. 
Of particular concern was Martin O’Dell’s plan 
to require helicopter pilots to “put on a show” 
when they’re coming in for a landing at the 
airport. O’Dell got up to explain his idea: “We all 
know that there’s no real solution to the noise 
problem, so I think homeowners should at least 
get something in return for the aggravation. 
Why not require the helicopter pilots to perform 
daredevil stunts as they fly over Sag Harbor, 
thereby treating the village to a continuous, 
free airshow?” Among the stunts O’Dell would 
like to see are backflips, 360-degree rolls and 
pyrotechnics. While many homeowners seemed 
supportive of O’Dell’s plan, the pilots were 
understandably concerned, pointing out that 
their passengers would likely be made dizzy 
and motion sick by the maneuvers. Airport 
officials announced that they would look into 
the plan. 


MCGUMBUS DRAWS SCRUTINY 

Investigators revealed Friday that they are 
looking into the recent activities of Old Man 
McGumbus, Shelter Island’s 104-year-old WWII 
veteran and armaments expert. Investigators — 


allege that in response to federal defense 


exercises planned for Peconic Bay this summer, 
McGumbus has been agitating online, warning 
about what he calls a “United States takeover 
of Shelter Island.” While it is unclear what 
McGumbus envisions when he speaks of a 
United States takeover—Shelter Island is, after 
all, generally thought to be a part of New 
York State, and there is widespread agreement 
that New York State is part of the United 
States, and it follows that Shelter Island is 
also probably a part of the United States and 
would thus seem to be immune to takeover 
by the United States—officials are nonetheless 
concerned, given McGumbus’s history of armed 
confrontation with friends and neighbors. 


RIOT FOLLOWS FILM SCREENING 

An area movie theater requested police 
assistance after the first local showing of the 
film Avengers: Age of Ultron, as angry moviegoers 
occupied the theater’s lobby and refused to 
leave. According to police, the customers were 
demanding refunds on their tickets because of 
what they felt was deceptive advertising. “They 
came to Age of Ultron in good faith to find out 
how old Ultron is, and they allege that the film 
failed to deliver the promised answer,” said 
police spokesman Larry Hirsch, who added that 
police dispersed the crowd. “While we agree 
moviegoers got a raw deal,” Hirsch explained, 
“it wasn’t really the theater’s fault.” g&

Statue’s Journey 


A Behind-the-Scenes Look at How a Story Gets

welve years ago, when Dan’s Papers had its 

offices on Main Street in Bridgehampton, 
I was standing out on our front lawn with Lou 
Meisel, the man who owned the property next 
door, and we were looking out at a payloader in 
the process of unloading two antique statues, 
each of which weighed about a ton, which 
would shortly be erected on that property. 

“Those statues are very valuable,” Lou told 
me. “They may not be here very long. The 
Louvre wants to buy them for a million dollars. 
Flew a bunch of men to New York on the 
Concorde to look at them. They were originally 
from the Place de la Concorde in Paris. They 
went missing. Now they’ve turned up in 
New York.” 

Lou told me that the tenant of his property, 
Gil Shapiro, owned the statues. Gil’s Urban 
Archaeology would be filled with garden 
statuary, iron gates, antique bird baths and 
expensive lawn furnishings, and Gil was having 
the statues placed here in Bridgehampton 
because they were so unusual they would 
attract business. 

“The Louvre has a first-dibs arrangement 
on the statues while they raise the money 
to take them,” Gil told me. “So they are 


just here as show pieces for now.” 

I wondered what would prevent anyone from 
stealing them. He told me that they were bolted 
to heavy concrete bases underground. It would 
be hard to do. 

I’ve spent my working life retelling fantastic 
stories in Dan’s Papers from what people tell 
me. I love these stories. And so this one, in 
2002, soon got into Dan’s Papers. Was it true? 
Lou Meisel swore it was. Gil Shapiro had told it 
to him. Gil not only owns the store, but also is 
Lou’s next-door neighbor in Sagaponack. Both 
men are quietly successful in their businesses— 
Gil in antique statuary, Lou with his Louis K. 
Meisel Art Gallery in Manhattan. 

Here is what Lou told me that day. 

“Gil first learned of these statues when a man 
in New Jersey had put an ad in a trade journal 
offering them for sale for $50,000. The guy’s 
grandfather had passed away and the family 
had inherited the house and wanted to dispose 
of these statues that stood around the pool.” 

The statues were, from the waist up, 
powerfully built oversize naked men made of 
iron, 10’ tall, each holding a large fish to their 
chest. The fish faced upwards, their mouths 
open in surprise. Water could be made to 
spurt out of their mouths if it were hooked up 
right. Below the muscular naked men’s waists,

these statues were fabulous scaly fish whose 
bodies leaped up from the ground, their tails 
flipping out behind them. They certainly were 
amazing creatures. 

“Gil went to New Jersey to have a look at 
them. He offered the heir $10,000. The heir said 
that wasn’t enough, so Gil recommended he 
take the pictures of the statues to Sotheby’s or 
Christie’s. Maybe they might like them. 

“A month or two later, having not seen that 
these pieces had been sold in any of the 
journals, Gil went back to New Jersey and 
offered them $20,000. Now they wanted $75,000, 
which of course meant they did not have an 
offer even for $50,000. Eventually, Gil bought 
them for $55,000. And he had them trucked 
back to his shop in New York City where he put 
the two of them up for sale for $80,000. 

“The following year, the owner of an auction 
house contacted Gil and said he’d seen them 
for sale at the store and wanted to put them in 
an upcoming auction. Gil agreed, but then was 
shocked to see the statues gracing the cover 
of the auction catalogue for $250,000. Gil had 
no idea about this. Where had the auctioneer 
come up with that number? The auctioneer 
said it was just for luck. In the end, there were 
no Offers. 

“But the guy in New (Contd on next page) 
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Jersey had seen the pieces on the cover of the 
auction catalogue and went ballistic. He felt 
he’d been suckered out of their true value, and 
he sued Gil. Eventually they agreed that if they 
sold for $80,000 the New Jersey guy wouldn’t 
get anything but if they sold for $150,000 he’d 
get $30,000 and so forth. 

“Then Gil got called by the Louvre. They had 
also seen the catalogue. These were statues 
that were standing in the Place de la Concorde 
in Paris. But those statues in the Place de la 
Concorde were still there. How could this be? 
According to the Louvre, the statues currently 
in the Place de la Concorde were not the 
originals. The originals, made of iron, were 
put there around 1840. But then, during the 
First World War, when the German army was 
approaching Paris, the French feared that these 
statues would be stolen, and so had used 
the original statues as molds and made fake 
copies of them, put the fakes at the Place de la 
Concorde, and carted off these originals to be 
stored in barns. Years went by, and at a certain 
point the Louvre no longer remembered where 
they had put them. Well, here they were in New 
York City.” 

The French experts” arrived. They 
photographed them, measured them, took a 
chip from one of them. They were the real thing. 
And they wanted them back. The money would 
be along shortly. 

But the money was not along shortly, it 
seemed. From the window of my office on the 
second floor of the building I owned next door, 


I was able to see these very valuable statues for 
the next 12 years. It did make me wonder if this 
fantastic story was true. How come the Louvre 
had not picked them up? 

Earlier this year, with the statues still out 
there, Urban Archaeology announced it would 
close its Bridgehampton operation. The statues 
would go to New York City and everything in 
the shop in Bridgehampton would be put up for 
auction at the store in New York. As a result, | 
thought this would be a good time to re-tell this 
story to a new generation of readers. It is still 
such a wonderful story, true or not. 

But this is no longer 2002. It’s 13 years later. 
We now can, each of us, do a pretty good job of 
verifying everything we want to by using Google. 
And so, in these days, one doesn’t just publish 
a legend without checking it out in some way. 
If it turns out it is not true, one would avoid it 
or present it as a fantastic legend. If checking 
doesn’t answer questions, one can publish it 
with a caveat that it is being presented without 
confirmation. Or if it comes from a principal in 
the action, one can say, “according to so-and-so 
who was there at the time...” 

In any case, good journalism would always 
dictate you don’t inflict harm on someone for 
something you can’t confirm. I pretty much 
dismissed seeing any harm in it, unless it was 
to the marauding Germans. 

I went to Google. I found no record of the 
Louvre seeking out the old statues. However, in 
2002 most old things in print had not yet been 
digitalized, and many never would be. 


I then talked to Gil Shapiro, the owner of 
Urban Archaeology. Gil told me it was largely 
true, but that some of the details were wrong 
from what Lou told me. But he would back it if I 
wrote it up the way Lou told me. “It’s been told 
and re-told with many variations,” he said. 

In 2002, Dan’s Papers did not employ a fact 
checker, only reaching out to a fact checker 
on the rare occasion when something very 
controversial was in the works. Nowadays, we 
have a fact checker who goes over everything. 
It has to be fact-checked to go in the magazine. I 
sent him the article. He wrote back, highlighting 
certain paragraphs, “None of this is true.” Since 
nothing gets in the magazine unless he passes it, 
I set out to see what I could find. The rest of this 
article is about this search. You will soon see it 
got changed around quite a bit, not only from 
Gil, who, when pressed, gave me details, but 
also from an old, obscure newspaper clipping 
Gil had in a scrapbook from 2002. 

Gil told me that the statues were not removed 
during the First World War, but 20 years later, 
during the Depression. The French were afraid 
that impoverished citizens might steal the 
statues. He also told me that he wasn’t sure but 
that the French probably hired poor starving 
artists to make the replacement sculptures, 
just as here in America in FDR’s time we had 
WPA projects for starving artists to try and 
jump-start the American economy out of the 
Depression. These new sculptures are similar, 
but not identical. You can tell the new from 
the old. So no molds were (Continued on page 32)

It's Coming Up on Earth for the July 4 Weekend in the Hamptons

very day the Earth spins a little slower 

than the day before, which means each 
day is getting longer. It’s a slight change as you 
might imagine, but nevertheless. It is largely 
caused by the oceans, which, because they 
lag behind the motion of the Earth, essentially 
drag the spinning down. The oceans also get 
banged around by the moon’s gravity. And by 
the atmosphere’s failure to keep up (it’s why 
prevailing winds are west to east.) Poor Earth. 
I’ve been told that a day took up only 20 hours 
in the age of the dinosaurs. I suppose that as 
Earth slows, it will soon need 25 and 26 hours 
and then someday, like our moon, maybe it 
won't spin at all.

And boy will that 
play havoc with the timekeepers on this planet, 
whoever or whatever they might be. 

I mention this because if you’ve been looking 
forward to this summer in the Hamptons, I am 
here to tell you that the scientists currently in 
charge are making a new adjustment in the time 
to further account for this slowing this summer. 


One minute before midnight on Tuesday, June 
30, right in the middle of the Fourth of July week, 
time will be added. It won’t be time we have to 
give back like with Daylight Savings Time. It will 
be ours to keep. And we can thank an absolute 
blizzard of time keeping organizations around 
the world who have, in this new era where 
computers have to be coordinated one with the 
other, voted to make that happen. 

Don’t get all excited. It’s one second. Exactly. 
Sort of. 

Oh, this is such a mess. The earth actually 
lurches this way and that as it is slowing, so 
the slowing is really hard to predict. Besides 
the ocean tides and the winds, earthquakes 
and shifting global plates cause slowdowns and 
speeding up. Changes in mantle convection 
(whatever that is) affect it. The movement of 
the Earth’s crust relative to its core changes 
things. A wobbling of the earth’s angular 
momentum changes things. Glacial melting 
has an effect. Scientists think the 2004 Indian 
Ocean earthquake shortened each day by 2.68 
microseconds, for example.

creatures don’t care, but humans do. Ptolemy 
measured a day in 140 A.D. by using fractions, 
which worked but was unhelpful. Muslim 
scholars in 1000 divided the day into the hours, 
minutes and seconds we use today. But though 
the concept was good, it eventually got so out 
of whack, in 1582 Pope Gregory XIII had to take 
10 whole days out of the year, never to be heard 
from again. 

The Industrial Age came and people began 
to have to coordinate time with one another 
more accurately. Wind-up clocks and watches 
increased in accuracy. In the early 20th century, 
people would get together and synchronize their 
watches if something needed to be attended to 
together. As a general rule, however, if you 
were getting together at (Cont'd on next page) 
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9:30, and you’d show up a little late it wouldn’t 
matter. Others would straggle in. Nobody 
thought they were getting stood up unless 
people were more than 20 minutes late. 

It wasn’t until about 1960 that people began 
to make a really serious effort to get things 
exactly right on the dot around the world. We’d 
soon send a man to space, and soon we would 
- be sending a man to the moon, but we were 
still using the time based on the solar spin, and 
that was not fully accurate. That didn’t matter 
before. But now, with computers, it did. We 
needed to get it exact. 

Well, we tried. Nineteen-sixty, the year before 
we sent a man into space, was the year I started 
Dan’s Papers. d read that scientists all over the 
world were going to meet that year in Sevres, 
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France for a General Conference on weights and 
measures to create an International System of 
Units solving this problem once and for all. 

I wondered, in writing a story for the paper in 
anticipation of the conference, how they were 
going to get everybody to show up on time 
for that conference since they were meeting 
to figure out the right time. But apparently 
they did.

What came out of this, however, was still 
flawed. And so, in 1967, they decided that 
they’d have to agree on something artificial. 
They found that, remarkably, there was an atom 
called caesium-133, that, emitted radiation at a 
rate which, when multiplied by 9,192,631,770 
equaled 1 part in 10 to the tenth power of an 
astronomical second. It was utterly reliable. It 
did not change. And so, every country on the 
planet agreed that this throbbing caesium, 
which any scientist anywhere could find, was 
the cat’s pajamas. Thus was the Atomic Clock 
born. And the master caesium, in case anybody 
lost theirs, would be kept under lock and key 
somewhere where anybody could adjust to it. 

They did know, at that time, that eventually, 
a second would have to be added to adjust 
it here and there. You might have to do 
that every few years. They didn’t consider 
that a problem. 

How wrong that turned out to be. Since the 
first leap second in 1972, that second got added 
25 times. An outfit called the International 
Earth Rotation and Reference Systems Service 
(IERRSS) based in Frankfurt am Main, Germany 
oversees it. Remember how I told you the earth’s 
spin lurches and shudders as it adjusts to its 
cosmic events? Sometimes the IERRSS orders 
the second added two years in a row, sometimes 
they go six years without adding it. They have a 
rule. If the Earth’s time is getting to be 9/10ths 
of a second slower than Atomic Time, it’s time 
to shove in the leap second. Increasingly, this 
slight modification has brought disasters. An 
entire industry of computer programmers has 
sprung up to make computers talk to one 
another in a meaningful way exactly when 
IERRSS makes its move. Qantas Airways has had 
problems, so has Reddit, Mozilla and anybody 
running Linux. Some of Motorola’s software 
had a glitch, which caused misbehavior if there 
were no leap second scheduled for 256 weeks. 
On November 28, 2003, some devices switched 
to November 29 at midnight for one second, but 
then switched back to November 28. 

IERRSS has tried desperately to make sure 
everybody gets the message. They only add 
an extra second on July 1 or December 31, 
and they always give six months notice. More 
recently, they have added a “leap second flag,” 
informing users the leap second is imminent. 
The leap second has caused problems with 
navigation, with timestamps, with transport, 
with astronomic observations. Google thinks it 
has successfully solved problems with the leap 
second by using a “leap smear” where they add 
a sliver of a second every day from the day the 
upcoming insertion is announced. 

In 2001, a proposal was made by scientists 
in the United States to change the leap second 
to a leap minute, which would only have to 
be done every 50 years. From 2008 to today, 
arguments have raged for and against. At last 
count the US, Mexico, Japan, Italy, France and 
Switzerland were in favor of dumping the leap 
second while Canada, China, Germany and the 
UK were against. Nigeria, Russia and Turkey, 
unsure, want more study. A decision on this 
proposal is scheduled to be made at a World 
Radiocommunication Conference in Geneva, 
Switzerland from November 2 to 27. 

Hope everybody gets there on _ time. 
Meanwhile, here in the Hamptons, enjoy that 
extra second while it lasts. g&

they won’t pay him the $6 million bonus. He was 
on the sauce when he hit many of his earlier 
home runs.

made. No “fakes” were put in place.

The heir had approached Christie’s and 
Sotheby’s first, and when they said they weren’t 
interested they recommended Gil. When they 
rejected the statues, they apparently told the 
heir they were not of much value, something 
that turned out to be important in the lawsuit. 

“The lawsuit was filed BEFORE the auction,” 
Gil told me. “And the statues had to be removed 
from the sale, along with other items I had put 
into this auction. It was a mess.” 

The heir had seen the statues not in the 
auction catalogue but in a two-page, full-color 
ad in Architectural Digest where they were 


featured for a quarter-million dollars. 

“It cost me $242,000 in legal fees to defend 
this case. It’s illegal to hoodwink somebody 
out of something if you know it is worth much 
more. But in this case, I did not know they were 
worth more. | lost the case, at first. ’d have to 
pay up if they got sold according to a formula. 
But I appealed. And in the appeal, we were able 
to get documents that showed the judge that 
the auction houses hadn’t valued them at much 
either. So he threw the whole case out.” 

It was also not true that the Louvre had called 
him, having seen them in the auction catalogue 
(or in the ad). Gil had called them. He was on 
vacation in Sagaponack when he came upon a 
coffee table book being published by Rizzoli 
that featured old black-and-white photographs 
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of historical sites in Paris. And in this volume, 


he saw, to his amazement, a photograph taken 
in 1925 of the statues standing around in the 
reflecting pool in the Place de la Concorde. And 
they were HIS STATUES. He immediately called 
the Louvre. 

Indeed, the Louvre then sent experts on the 
supersonic Concorde. And the offer to buy 
them was true. But it was not a million dollars. 

“They wanted to buy three of the statues for 
$450,000,” he said. 

So how did it end? 

“I had accepted their offer,” Gil said. “And 
we were about to complete the transaction. 
But then Hezbollah attacked Israel from the 
north and the French government announced 
that American military aircraft were not being 
permitted to fly over French air space. I told 
them this was a bad time to make this deal. 
Keep your money.” 

That’s what he said. I asked him to repeat it. 
He said it again. 

At this point, | asked him if he had any proof 
that this whole transaction happened, and he 
said indeed he did. He had kept a scrapbook. 
And in it he had a photograph of the picture in 
the Rizzoli book of his statues. And he also had 
a news clipping. 

This news clipping had been sent to him 
on either June 12 or December 6, 1992. It 
had been dated by a fax machine as 12-6-92. 
And in Europe they put the day first and the 
month second when they abbreviate a date. It 
came from an English language newspaper in 
Europe called The European, which had just 
come out. Gil’s name was in the news clipping. 
LOUVRE TO BUY BACK LOST STATUES was the 
headline. And it told the story confirming the 
entire incident, but not that the sale had fallen 
through. It was published before that. 

There were two important discrepancies. One 
is that it says that the statues were replaced in 
the late 1920s, not in the 1930s. So the new ones 
were not Depression sculptures. They were 
Roaring Twenties sculptures. 

It also said that whereas the old statues were 
iron, the new ones were bronze. Why bronze? 

I Googled “statues iron bronze.” Turns out 
iron statues rust. Bronze statues, if taken care 
of, last forever. The French were interested 
in forever and in the Roaring Twenties could 
afford it. Or maybe there was another reason. I 
asked Gil about this. 

“I forgot to mention the new ones were 
bronze,” he said. “But I knew it. The reason is 
that our iron ones have no rust and they’re 150 
years old. They’re probably good for another 
150 years or maybe more. As to why the French 
had new ones made, | could not tell you.” 

Maybe the Louvre would know. Well, the 
search was over. Also, we’re done looking 
about how they got to America. We’ve buffed 
and polished this story, we’ve righted some 
wrongs, fixed some details. Now it can be told. 
Better. But maybe still not perfect. 

For instance, we still don’t know how these 
statues made their way to Livingston, New 
Jersey. 

One final detail: Gil told me they couldn’t be 
stolen from Bridgehampton very easily. Below 
ground, they were wired into the burglar alarm 
system at his store. If they were being yanked 
out of the ground, the alarm would go off, and 
the cops would come. @& 
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A World Premiere Opens Bay Street Season

ay Street Theater’s 2015 Mainstage Season 
begins on May 26 with the world premiere 
production of The New Sincerity, a comedy 
written by up-and-coming playwright Alena 
Smith, running through June 14. Featuring a 
youthful cast, including Teddy Bergman from 
Broadway’s Peter and the Starcatcher and 
Justine Lupe from ABC’s hit show Cristela, 
The New Sincerity explores the swirling mix 
of love, politics, ambition, idealism and, 
inevitably, social media surrounding a group of 
four 20-something aspiring writers. The action 
focuses on what happens to this group when 
they become involved in a rowdy Occupy-style 
movement. Bay Street’s production is being 
directed by veteran character actor of stage 
and screen, Bridgehampton’s own Bob Balaban. 
Balaban is excited to be staging Smith’s play. 
“Alena’s a very smart writer, funny and original,” 
he says. “The New Sincerity is going to be a lot 
of fun.” Balaban has quite a bit of history with 
the play, as he has been connected with it from 
the beginning and has been involved in two 
staged readings of it en route to Bay Street’s full 
production. It was at Balaban’s suggestion that 
Bay Street took up the play for the 2015 season. 
“I love what [Bay Street’s Artistic Director] 
Scott Schwartz is doing there [at the theater],” 
says Balaban. “I met with him and said ‘I’d love 
to bring a play to you,’ and we took it from 
there.” Balaban sees Bay Street as a great place 
to launch The New Sincerity into the world. “The 


Bay Street audience is serious 
and friendly,” he notes, and also 
points out that the theater has 
along history of presenting new 
plays. “This is a special work, 
and could move somewhere.” 

It 
sounds like somebody’s bold 
pronouncement of a perceived 
cultural shift—like the kind of 
nebulous idea around which a 
university English department 
would theme an _ academic 
conference, or perhaps like the 
kind of catchphrase on which 
the editors at TIME would

issue and then would splash __ Bob Balaban directs “The New Sincerity” 


across the magazine’s cover in an 

attempt to claim naming rights to the zeitgeist. 
Inside the issue, a group of social critics would 
go on at length about the “death of irony” or 
something like that. 

Of course, sincerity is usually roundly mocked 
in comedy, and since the play The New Sincerity 
is a comedy, we can assume that the title 
is meant to be ironic. This sets up a bit of a 
paradox from the get-go. For his part, Balaban 
is cryptic about the title, not wanting to give too 
much away. “Maybe the new sincerity is less 
sincere than the old irony,” he says, calling the 
title “a comment on itself.” In other words, in 
order to find out what it all means, you’ll have 
to see the play.

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Mym Tuma

“It’s what I’m all about,” 

says East Moriches painter 

_and sculptor Mym Tuma, 

' who is about to mail a copy 

of her small picture book 

of images, drawings, poetry 

: and short stories (“Talking 

' Goose” and “Talking Swan”), 

_ published late last year. 

~ Called The Anatidae: Mute 

Swan and Geese Paper 

Collages (Come to Life Graphics), the eclectic 
collection “written and photographed on the 
East End of Long Island,” is exemplary not only 
of Tuma’s work these days as an artist and 
writer but also welcoming of words and images 
by others who are also paying tribute to the 
natural world. Tuma, an activist on behalf of 
ducks, geese, and especially, swans who have 
been visiting her doorstep for the last few years 
in East Moriches, notes that these birds have 
deeply affected her work, not to mention her 
heart. Egrets also get a shout out in the booklet, 
as she celebrates their “spindly black legs” on 
bodies that remind her of “an amphora vase 
with an extended thin neck.” She’s delighted, of 
course, with the recent turn of events whereby 
the Department of Environmental Conservation 
announced revised plans for the mute swans of 
Long Island; the focus will now be on devising 
policies and strategies to contain, not kill, them. 
Though well known for incorporating oceanic 


and coastal materials into her work, including 
beach pebbles, sand, sprouting seeds, spiraling 
shell forms and working with pastel, epoxy, 
acrylic and fiberglass, Tuma has also had a 
long-time passion for cutting swan-part shapes 
out of colored paper and designing striking, 
elegant, minimalist collages she calls “sculpted 
paintings,” as evidenced on this week’s cover. 
What is the special attraction of : 
mute swans, geese and ducks, and _ 
why did you choose to do them as © 
painted collages? 

I see in these migratory birds not 
only intrinsic, graceful beauty— 
their curvature, their flying off and 
returning—but metaphors for “the 
independent life and as symbols of 
fertility.” As I say in The Anatidae, 
“the use.of the hard edge, the 
simple form, and the linear rather than the 
painterly approach is intended to emphasize 
two-dimensionality and to allow the viewer an 
immediate purely visual response.” Collage 
captures a bird’s spontaneous movement 


“The Anatidae” contains a short essay, “The 
Origins of My Art in the Environment,” where 
you talk about how you always loved to 
travel, kind of roughing it, drawing, painting, 
sculpting, responding to “the energy of 
shorelines.” You landed on the East End shore 
in 1991. What attracted you to this area? 
Being located by the sea at the edge of the 


land is a metaphor for my mind’s eye. The 
harmony, the serenity of the place, encourage 
the creative life and overcoming hard times and 
obstacles. 


You began your painting career in earnest 
in the ’60s in a studio in the remote village 
of Lake Chapala, in southern Mexico, a place 
whose “vibrant colors and forms 
of energy” inspired “organic 
principles” that would inform all 
your work. Some of it—sensuous 
flowers, cabbage heads, ovular- 
shaped abstract forms—has led 
admirers to compare you to Georgia 
O’Keeffe. Are there deeper reasons 
for the comparison? 

As I say in O’Keefe and Me, the 
correspondence that grew up between 
Georgia O’Keeffe and me continued 
for a decade. | may have been naive in seeking 
out a veteran artist and asking for her help to 
launch new work. The openness and directness 
of my untutored approach so astonished 
O’Keeffe that she took me under her wing and 
I became a protégé of sorts...no one else was 
direct enough to say to O’Keeffe, “I understand 
what you’re doing because I understand what 
I’m doing.” @&

find bunches of Bette’s lilacs and some dried 
foods—tomatoes and cornmeal for sale. Also, 
Bette has added a free book exchange.

Jeff LeBlanc Releases Album, Plays WHBPAC

lad in an electric blue blazer, Jeff LeBlanc gazes 

downward on the cover of Vision, his fourth 
studio album, which dropped this week and is now 
available on iTunes. The bold wardrobe choice 
sets the tone for the seven songs on the Center 
Moriches-raised singer/songwriter’s most recent 
album—strong, diverse and reflective of his desire 
to take his music career to the next level. 

LeBlanc attended Center Moriches High School, 
where he attributes a recording techniques class 
as his first formal introduction to the music world. 
“Once | learned the basics of recording, the [music] 
bug kind of bit me,” he says. Though LeBlanc 
continued to dabble in music, he went to Sacred 
Heart University in Connecticut to study history and 
education, with an eye toward becoming a teacher. 
After graduation, he found himself playing music all 
the time and soon changed his career path. 

“It was a risky move, but I can always go back 
and teach,” muses LeBlanc about the decision to 
pursue music full time. “Sometimes I feel we put 
our lives in fast-forward too quickly,” he says, 
referring to the pressure the 20-something 
generation feels to achieve traditional benchmarks 
of success early in life. 

LeBlanc is widely recognized for his ability to 
take what he’s feeling, and issues that he faces, 
and turn them into song lyrics that resonate with 
fans. “I want people to listen to music the way I 
listen to music,” says LeBlanc. “I want people to feel 


something when they listen to the album, to take 
away from the lyrics.” 

For example, the third track on Vision is titled 
“Say Anything You Want.” LeBlanc and co-writer Liz 
Longley were inspired by a feeling that people doubt 
them, or doubt their choices. “You can say anything 
you want about me, and I'm still going to feel good,” 
says LeBlanc of the song. 

“I think [being successful] comes down to still 
writing good music, because if you don’t write 
something people listen to, it doesn’t matter what 
you do,” says LeBlanc. He does, however, value 
collaborative work. Vision, which was recorded in 
Nashville, features songs co-written with Longley 
and Kevin Garrett. 

LeBlanc is currently working as his own agent 
and booking his own shows, explaining that agents 
are only worthwhile if they’re a good fit, otherwise 
you risk lose creative: autonomy, or are simply 
sitting on a roster. “You want to get to that point 
where people feel that mystique like, ‘I can’t 
miss that show,” says LeBlanc of his strategy for 
promoting his work. “It’s the Hansel and Gretel 
theory. You give a little crumb, then you give 
another crumb.” Hopefully, people continue chasing 
you for more. “There are different ways to the top of 
the mountain,” says LeBlanc. “It’s all about creating 
your own mystique.” 

His goal is to become a national household name. 
“I'd love to go to every city and have a few hundred 
people come up,” says LeBlanc. “A benchmark 
moment would be to feel like you don’t have to bug 


your friends to come to shows anymore. I’m almost 
{at that level].” 

LeBlanc’s first foray into performing live occurred 
in downtown Westhampton Beach, at the Beach 
Bakery Café. “I attribute those shows to chipping 
my teeth in a way. People are yelling at you, they 
want you to learn a certain song. There are babies 
running around,” says LeBlanc. “Those early gigs 
were the perfect start for me, because it wasn’t 
really beautiful.” 

Soon after, he was asked to open his first show at 
the Westhampton Beach Performing Arts Center. 

“The coolest moment for me was getting to play 
the theater [Westhampton Beach Performing Arts 
Center] with Brett Dennen,” says LeBlanc. “It was like 
I used to play right there, at the Beach Bakery, and I 
never thought I'd get in here [WHBPAC].” 

He’s since played at WHBPAC multiple times, 
and has come a long way from playing the Beach 
Bakery to opening for such heavy hitters as 
Gavin DeGraw, Colbie Caillat, Luke Bryan, Third 
Eye Blind, Goo Goo Dolls and Matt Nathanson, in 
addition to touring solo. His next WHBPAC show 
is scheduled for June 19, when he’ll open for 
Duncan Sheik. : 

“Tm excited to play with Sheik, because I’ve always 
liked him. [Sheik’s hit] “Barely Breathing” is one of 
the first songs | ever liked,” says LeBlanc. As for 
his performance, “I'll be playing solo, a lot of my 
new stuff.” ga

Real Savings in Real Estate Transactions

ven the most affluent buyers and sellers want 

to save money on their real estate transactions 
beyond negotiating the sales price. Many find 
themselves shopping mortgage brokers for best 
rates, trying to negotiate commissions out of real 
estate brokers, or finding the attorney who charges 
the least. There are many other ways that real savings 
in real estate transactions are realized beyond 
Squeezing your service providers and commoditizing 
their services. Instead, buyers and sellers should 
realize true savings by utilizing these five tips in real 
estate transactions. 


Closing Adjustments 

Sellers should get repaid at closing for all of their 
prepaid service contracts and supplies that they 
transfer to the purchasers. To do this, sellers must 
identify each contract that they have prepaid for 
the carrying costs of their home. Next, sellers 
should create a per diem cost allocation for each 
particular contract and multiply that cost by the 
days remaining on the contract on the closing date. 
Shouldn’t purchasers be responsible to pay for the 
allocation of these contracts that is attributable to 
the purchaser’s post-closing benefit? The contracts 
that sellers should locate for adjustment purposes 
include: (a) fuel contracts such as propane and oil; 
(b) water contracts; (c) real estate town and village 
taxes; (d) condominium / cooperative common / 
maintenance charges; (e) pool service contracts; (f)

and done, a seller can recoup tens of thousands of 
dollars in prepayments if everything is documented 
and adjusted. 


IRC §121 

Capital gains tax is generally payable by a seller 
incident to the sale of a home. The top federal capital 
gains tax rate is 23.8%. However, homeowners who 
. time their closing properly can avoid paying capital 
gains tax on the first $500,000 of gain realized at the 
sale from their original purchase price. Pursuant to 
the Internal Revenue Code’s section 121, a married 
couple qualifies for this exemption if at least one of 
the two married spouses owned the home and they 
both used such home as their “principal residence 
for periods aggregating 2 years or more” over the 
5 years preceding the sale date. If a seller cannot 
document 2 years of use, they must delay the closing 
accordingly. Further, a seller can only use this 
exemption one time every two years. In addition to 
the 23.8% capital gains tax, nonresident New Yorkers, 
estates and trusts are liable for New York State 
estimated personal income tax and must withhold an 
additional 7.7% of the capital gain on the sale of their 
real estate that is located within the State pursuant to 
Tax Law section 663 (residents are taxed up to 7.7% 
on their state personal income tax returns as New 
York doesn’t differentiate between capital gains and 
ordinary income). However, where property qualifies 
under the Internal Revenue Code’s section 121 it is 
also exempt from this additional 7.7% withholding. 
To illustrate this savings, assuming a married 
couple, which is subject to the highest possible 
tax rate, doesn’t utilize IRC §121 in a New York real 
estate sale, they will pay an additional $157,500 
in taxes. 


IRC §1031 

Capital gains tax of up to 23.8% federally and 
another 7.7% in New York State is not subject to 
an exemption if the home was owned for other 
than a principal residence pursuant to section 121 
of the Internal Revenue Code. However, section 
1031 provides a means to defer the capital gains 
tax due for an indefinite period of time into the 
future and thereby compound one’s real estate 
purchasing power by including that unpaid tax 
into the available purchasing monies for the next 
transactions. To utilize a 1031 exchange, a seller 
must both exchange real estate used for “trade or

business or for investment” into like-kind property 
under strict timing rules and have the sales proceeds 


held by a qualified intermediary in between the first 


sales transaction and the subsequent purchases. In 
the simplest sense, the seller must buy new property 
within a half of a year of the first closing date. Yet 1031 
rules are quite cumbersome and have requirements 
for deadlines to identify property, the means of 
identifying a property, the number of properties that 
can be identified, the price of such property and 
much more. Those with vacation homes should also 
consider a 1031 exchange as the Internal Revenue 
Service offers a safe harbor to qualify such homes 
through rules embodied in Revenue Procedure 2008- 
16 regardless of the fact that such vacation homes 
were residences at some point in their history. A 
1031 exchange enables a seller to generate income 
on future properties through compounding pre- 
tax dollars. Albert Einstein described this type of 
compounding effect with money as “the eighth. 
wonder of the world.” 


Step-Up-In-Basis 

If real estate is sold immediately after its owner’s 
death, no capital gains tax is due by way of a concept 
called a step-up-in-basis. On the death of an owner 
of real estate, their beneficiaries are distributed 
such property at the date of death valuation for 
that real estate pursuant to the Internal Revenue 
Code’s section 1014. Consequently, if the beneficiary 
immediately sells the property no capital gain is 
realized and no capital gains tax is due because the 
real estate’s purchase price and its sales price will be 
deemed the same for tax purposes. Therefore, elderly 
and sickly owners of real estate, who purchased such 
real estate at very low comparative values to its 
present value, are ill advised to sell such property 


unless they are in real need of immediate money. 


Sometimes it is even prudent for the intended 
on-death beneficiaries to gift monies to the owner 
when they are in need of cash flow in order to 
avoid the necessity of such a sale. To illustrate

this savings, while IRC §121 saves a maximum of 
$157,500 on a maximum gain of $500,000, there 
is no like maximum cap on a step-up-in-basis and 
every dollar of gain on top of the first $500,000 can 
receive a like savings. So, assuming the real estate 
was purchased originally at $50,000 and it is now 
worth $4,000,000, and further assuming the decedent 
was in the highest possible tax bracket right before 
death, the family will save $1,260,000 in taxes by 
selling post-death. : 


Mortgage Interest and Real Estate Tax Deductions 

It’s true that if you make less money you pay less 
income tax. Yet, making less money is poor tax 
planning because the result is still that you have 
less money in your pocket and, while you shorted 
the taxman, you also hurt yourself. Instead, proper 
planning is to make a lot of money while limiting 
the amount of money that is taxable. Deductions 
from taxable gross income create this legal fiction 
(i.e., you make more real money than your taxable 
dollars). One of the best means to create this legal 
fiction is through deductions from income for the 
mortgage interest that you pay. Applicable to both 
first and second homes, deductions are itemized 
on Form 1040, U.S. Individual Income Tax Return, 
Schedule A. According to the IRS, “[u]sually, you can 
deduct the entire part of your payment that is for 
mortgage interest”, except if your “total mortgage 
balance is more than $1 million” or your mortgage 
wasn’t taken “to buy, build, or improve your home.” 
Like mortgage interest tax deductions, real estate 
taxes can also be deducted from your gross income 
for income tax purposes. To learn more, read IRS 
Publication 530. While tax deductions don’t offer 
the same pop value in immediate money saved 
as compared with capital gains taxes, they are 
available year-over-year and those numbers truly add 
up over time. gB. , '
